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2.  CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION, 

The  number  of  foster  children  upon  the  Register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  6.  Copies  of  the  requirements  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  relation  to  Child  Life  Protection 
are  posted  in  public  buildings. 


MATERNITY  & CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  number  of  midwives  practising  in  the  area  is  6. 
Four  of  these  are  in  private  practice. 

During  1946,  525  births  have  been  notified  to  this  Author- 
ity; of  these  122  took  place  at  the  Shipley  & Bingle> 
Maternity  Home. 

There  is  an  arrangement  whereby  necessitous  patients 
developing  obstetrical  difficulties  can  have  a consultant’s 
opinion  either  at  home  or  by  appointment  with  the  consultant. 
The  fees  are  paid  by  the  Council. 

Arrangements  exist  whereby  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Plealth  may  give  permission  for  abnormal  maternity  cases  to 
be  admitted  to  Bingley  Hospital,  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary, 
or  other  institution,  the  Council  accepting  responsibility  for 
payment  of  the  cost,  and  recovering  from  the  patients  on  the 
basis  of  their  ability  to  pay  on  the  same  scale  as  admissions 
to  the  Shipley  & Bingley  Maternity  Home. 

A scheme  for  assistance  to  necessitous  expectant  mothers 
towards  the  cost  of  Dental  Treatment  is  in  operation  in  the 
area. 

If  hospital  treatment  is  required  for  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexias,  they  are  admitted  to  Morton  Banks  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  Qinics  shewed  an  attendance  of  260  patients  in  1946. 
Post  natal  cases  are  also  encouraged  to  attend  for  examina- 
tion. 39  of  these  patients  attended. 


CIRCULAR  2831,  MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH. 

The  Health  Visitors  do  not  make  a practice  of  examining 
the  heads  of  all  the  small  children  in  their  own  homes.  This 
is  only  done  where  the  home  conditions  or  the  state  of  the 
older  children  from  the  same  house  suggest  that  it  may  be 
necessary.  They  also  include  advice  on  the  care  of  the  hair 
at  their  routine  visits. 

As  the  Health  Visitors  are  also  the  school  nurses  in  their 
respective  areas,,  they  see  these  children  and  examine  them 
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for  cleanliness  as  soon  as  ^wssible  after  their  admission  to 
nursery  classes.  At  present  a number  of  children  attend 
school  at  the  age  of  three,  and  in  some  cases,  2^-. 

Advice  is  given  to  the  mother  when  necessary,  and,  if 
the  parents  are  willing,  treatment  with  Lethane  Hair  Oil  is 
given  at  the  School  Clinic. 

In  addition,  verminous  heads  are  treated  at  the  Scabies 
Clinic  when  they  occur  in  connection  with  cases  sent  there. 

Scabies  Clinic. 

For  some  years  a Centre  has  been  operated  for  the  treat- 
ment of  scabies.  During  1946,  126  cases  were  treated.

To  the  Chair^-nan  and  Members  of  the 
Bingley  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  1946  it  is  pleasing 
to  be  able  to  indicate  some  return  towards  normal  conditions 
in  the  sanitary  administration  of  your  area. 

With  the  return  of  Messrs.  Skirrow,  and  Marsh,  Addit- 
ional Sanitary  Inspectors,  from  military  service  and  the 
cessation  of  various  war  time  duties,,  full  attention  could  be 
paid  to  usual  duties,  although  it  will  be  some  time  before 
slum  clearance  activities  can  be  re-commenced.  Special 
attention  was  paid  to  places  where  food  is  prepared  and  sold, 
while  the  milk  producing  farms  received  their  usual  attention. 
Some  13  per  cent  of  the  Bingley  farms  are  now  Attested  ” 
or  “ T.T.”  as  against  only  3 per  cent  in  the  rest  of  the  West 
Riding.  I look  forward,  however,  to  a much  greater  propor- 
tion of  T.T.  herds  in  the  near  future. 

The  Qeansing  Service  was  improved  and  the  Salvage 
Campaign  intensified,  resulting  in  increased  revenue. 
Arrangements  were  put  in  hand  whereby  the  Street  Cleansing 
service  will  be  mechanised  in  1947. 

In  short,  1946  was  a year  of  steady  and  satisfactory 
progress  from  your  Sanitary  Inspector’s  point  of  view. 

I am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and  support. 
I regretted  that  Dr.  Findlater  decided  to  resign  his  post  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Cordial  relationship  had  been 
maintained  ever  since  his  appointment  and  the  harmonious 
working  of  the  Public  Health  Department  was  largely  due  to 
these  conditions  coupled  with  the  service  of  a loyal  and 
efficient  staff.  I would  also  commend  the  workmen,  most  of 
whom  have  a particularly  unpleasant  task  to  perform.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  Water. 

Attention  was  given  to  the  improvement;  of  domestic 
services  and  also  to  the  substitution  of  unsatisfactory  supplies 
with  town’s  water.  In  thirty-two  cases  of  insufficient 
pressure  new  service  pipes  were  installed.  At  Harden  48 
houses  were  connected  to  the  Bradford  Mains  and  the  exist- 
ing private  supplies  (one  of  which  was  frequently  polluted) 
discontinued. 

Four  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were 
submitted  to  Bacteriological  examination.  Three  were  found 
to  be  unsatisfactory.  Five  samples  of  water,  also  from. 
private  supplies,  were  taken  for  Chemical  examination  and 
all  of  these  were  favourably  reported  on. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

One  rather  serious  case  of  rivers  pollution,  due  to  accid- 
ental causes,  was  dealt  with  and  remedied  during  the  year. 
Other  minor  cases  w.ere  dealt  Avith.

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  subjoined  table,  there  is  a total 
of  7,437  closets  on  the  water  carriage  system  and  onlv  233 
on  the  conservancy  system.  The  latter,  of  course  are  situate 
on  farms  etc.  where  sewers  are  not  available.  Of  those  on 
the  water  carriage  system,  however,  350  are  waste  water 
closets  and  35  are  trough  closets,  both  types  being  extremely 
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undesirable.  A real  start  was  made  in  1938  to  abolish  the 
waste  water  and  trough  closets  by  means  of  grants  towards 
costs  of  conversions,  but  loan  facilities  were  suspended  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1939  and  have  not  been  restored. 
As  soon  as  they  are  restored  it  will  not  take  long  to  deal  with 
these  outstanding  cases. 

Dr.ihage. 

During  the  year  quite  a large  amount  of  private  drainage 
work  was  carried  out  on  behalf  of  owners  both  as  regards 
reconstruction  and  clearance  of  drains.  The  delays  and 
difficulties  in  being  able  to  get  private  contractors  to  do  such 
work  was  responsible  for  this  development.  65  new  drains 
were  tested  and  57  were  approved.  No  fewer  than  138  old 
drains  were  tested  and  exposed  and  22  were  found  to  be  in 
a defective  condition. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

It  was  possible  to  get  much  nearer  to  our  peace  time 
standard  of  Public  Qeansing  during  1946,  with  the  improve- 
ment in  the  labour  position.  Every  effort  was  made  to 
collect  salvage  and  refuse  on  regular  days  and  any  deviation 
from  this  practice  was  due  to  bad  weather  conditions  or 
transport  difficulties.  The  Council’s  Transport  Department 
gave  excellent  service  in  vehicle  maintenance  but  obviously 
it  cannot  always  have  a spare  vehicle  standing  by  in  case  of 
breakdown.  The  new  Karrier  Bantam  Collector  proved  to 
be  very  satisfactory.  In  view  of  the  great  change  in  com- 
position of  house  refuse  and  reduction  of  bulk  the  Moving 
Floor,  body  was  scrapped  and’  replaced  with  one  of  side 
loading  type.  This  change  over  has  obviated  the  need  for 
purchase  of  a new  lorry. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  an  increased 
revenue  from  the  Salvage  Campaign  amounting  to  £257.  The 
improvement  was  in  respect  to  IWaste  Paper,  Non-Ferrous 
Metals,  Cullet,  and  Kitchen  Waste.  As  was  to  be  expected 
the  collections  of  Textiles  and  Glass  Containers  shewed  a 
decline.  There  is  still  a great  amount  of  paper  wasted  by 
r.iixing  same  with  refuse,  and  I am  afraid  that  many  house- 
holders think  that  only  clean  paper  should  be  saved.  Actually 
the  need  for  waste  paper  is  so  great  that  the  Board  Mills  will 
accept  soiled  paper  that  is  not  grossly  contaminated.  As 
much  as  practicable  of  such  paper  is  recovered  from  the  tips 
but  quite  a lot  is  lost.  Paper  is  so  urgently  needed  for 
various  industrial  uses  that  it  is  in  the  national  interest  it 
should  be  saved.  From  the  local  point  of  view  paper  salvage 
is  by  far  the  most  profitable  form  of  salvage  and  since  1940 
has  brouo-ht  in  a revenue  of  £10,263. 
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The  increased  collection  of  kitchen  waste  is  most  encour- 
aging in  view  of  the  rather  unsatisfactory  method  of  storage 
by  means  of  “ communal  ” bins.  Every  credit  is  due  to  those 
housewives  who  take  the  trouble  to  deposit  their  scraps  in 
these  bins.  A start  was  made  during  the  year  to  provide 
ndividual  containers  to  each  house  and  these  proved  very 
popular  and  undoubtedly  account  for  the  increased  amount 
of  kitchen  waste. 

The  prices  for  glass  containers  improved  during  the  year 
while  a new  outlet  was  for  discarded  boots  and  shoes.  Six 
tons  of  these  were  disposed  of.  Perhaps  because  of  the 
improved  supply  position  of  kitchen  utensils  the  amount  of 
salvaged  aluminium,  copper,  and  lead  showed  an  increase. 
The  sales  of  ferrous  metals  remained  almost  stationary  and 
ihe  prices  for  black  scrap  and  baled  tins  are  not  sufficiently 
attractive  to  warrant  much  effort  in  their  recovery.

During  the  year  preliminary  consideration  was  given  to 
a scheme  of  municipal  ownership  of  dustbins.  There  is  much 
to  be  jBaid  in  favour  of  such  a scheme  but  it  was  felt  that 
the  supply  position  was  so-  bad  that  it  would  be  useless  to  give 
detailed  consideration  at  the  moment. 

The  work  of  securing  ashplace  conversion  v/as  pressed 
on  with  vigour  and  the  number  in  existence  was  reduced 
from  544  to  466.  Most  of  these  structures  are  in  a state  of 
good  repair  and  have  been  constructed  within  the  last  30  to 
40  years.  Almost  invariably  they  are  shared  by  a number 
of  houses  and  generally  need  reconstruction  before  they  can 
be  utilised  as  a store  for  dustbins.  Usually  there  are  several 
owners  concerned  with  each  case.  The  only  possible  method 
of  getting  them  altered  was  for  the  Council  to  do  the  work 
and  recover  the  apportionate  cost.  Nearly  all  the  owners 
concerned  willingly  concurred  with  this  arrangement. 
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rnfortiinately  the  work  had  to  be  slowed  down  because  of 
ihc  shortage  of  dustbins,  but  I hope  to  go  ahead  again  in  1947. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  tips  situate  at  Dowley 
(iap,  Wilsden,  Cullingworth,  and  Harden,  the  latter  being 
reopened  in  1946.  All  tips  are  constructed  on  the  “controlled” 
system  and  are  being  used  with  some  definite  purpose.  At 
Dowley  Gap  embankments  are  formed  around  a lagoon  of 
sewage  sludge.  At  Wilsden  a level  field  has  been  made  out 
of  a beck  valley.  At  Cullingworth  the  tip  is  made  to  permit 
( f a road  widening  scheme  and  at  Harden  the  idea  is  to 
construct  tennis  courts  and  bowling  greens  in  the  grounds  of 
llic  Memorial  Hall.  It  became  necessary  to  find  a new  tip 
for  Wilsden,  and  eventually  I secured  permission  to  fill  in  a 
disused  quarry  at  Lee  Farm.  This  has  been  a danger  spot, 
and,  when  filled  in,  will  be  covered  with  soil  and  sown  down 
with  grass  seed. 

The  street  cleansing  service  was  continued  on  the  usual 
“ beat  ” system,  but  a test  was  made  of  mechanical  sweeping. 
Although  it  was  not  possible  to  have  a lengthy  test  the 
results  were  satisfactory  and  the  Health  Committee  decided 
to  jdace  an  order  for  a Brockhouse  “ Lewin  ” Machine. 
Delivery  is  promised  for  1947. 

The  sweeping  mileage  in  Bingley  (both  sides  of  the  road) 
amounts  to  over  100  miles.  As  Ave  have  only  7 orderlies  it 
is  obvious  that  better  service  should  result  from  mechanical 
sweeping.  Although  the  rate  of  pay  for  street  orderlies  is 
nov/  the  same  as  for  other  labourers  it  is  not  easy  to  recruit 
men  for  street  cleansing.  The  old  idea  that  the  work  is 
menial  still  persists.  Mechanisation  will  mean  that  the  staff 
of  orderlies  can  be  reduced  and  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be 
some  financial  saving  too. 

Owing  to  heavy  rainfall  during  the  summer  and  autumn 
the  Gully  Emptier  was  in  great  use  in  dealing  with  choked 
gullies  and  flooding.  The  culmination  was  on  Friday,  Sept- 
tember  20th,  when  floods  of  exceptional  severity  developed. 
The  machine  had  to  be  taken  off  for  complete  overhaul  and 
repainting  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  are  3,634  street 
gulleys  in  the  area. 

The  cost  of  cleansing  each  gulley  amounts  to  7d.  and  the 
total  cost  for  the  gulley  emptier  was  £580.  The  machine  was 
used  to  empty  cesspools,  grit  chambers  and  sludge  tanks. 
The  total  number  of  such  cleansing  was  26,  for  which  work 
the  sum  of  £148  5s.  lOd.  was  received. 
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The  total  staff  and  equipment  of  the  Cleansing  Depart- 
ment is  as  follows  : —

It  will  be  noted  that  the  villages  of  Eldwick  and  Gilstead 
do  not  possess  any  Public  Conveniences  and  that  Cullingworth 
has  inadequate  provision.  The  absence  of  conveniences  is 
chiefly  felt  in  the  summer  months  and  during  fine  week-ends 
when  visitors  are  passing  through  these  villages. 

Most  of  the  conveniences  are  cleansed  at  daily  intervals 
by  the  street  orderlies,  but,  owing  to  wanton  damage  and 
careless  use  by  a section  of  the  public  they  cannot  be  main- 
tained at  so  high  a standard  as  I vrould  like. 
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P/ib’/c  Morf/uiry. 

19  bodies  were  received  into  the  'Public  Mortuary  during 
the  year. 

(iii)  Sanhary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

A detailed  statement  of  sanitary  inspections  made  during 
the  year  will  be  found  on  pages  21  and  22, 

(iv)  Shops  and  Offices. 

Minor  improvements  were  carried  out  as  regards  the 
sanitary  accommodation  of  some  shops  and  offices.  21  in- 
si)CCtions  were  made  in  connection  with  hours  of  closing'  and 
some  small  contraventions  were  dealt  with. 

(v)  Camping  Sites. 

Camping  and  caravanning  have  long  been  popular  in 
Pingley  owing  to  the  district’s  proximity  to  more  crowded 
industrial  areas.  Occupation  is  chiefly  of  the  week-end  type 
with  a more  extended  stay  during  “Feast”  weeks.  There 
arc  live  licensed  sites  and  while  considerable  im.provements 
have  been  effected  as  regards  sanitary  accommodation  it  is 
intended  to  press  for  still  better  conditions.  Separate  con- 
veniences are  required  for  each  sex  and  there  must  be  at  least 
one  convenience  to  25  persons.  Wholesome  Vv^ater  must  be 
r'.vaik'.ble  within  100  yards  from  any  tent  or  caravan  and 
drains  or  soakaways  provided  for  reception  of  waste  water. 
Dustbins  and  litter  receptacles  have  to  be  available  and  the 
licensee  must  keep  a record  of  the  persons  using  the  camping 
site. 

(\i)  Smoke  Abatement. 

Tb.c  very  difficult  situation  as  regards  supply  of  industrial 
fuel  precluded  the  taking  of  smoke  observations  of  factor^' 
chimneys  during  1946,  although  careful  watch  was  maintained 
cs  regards  the  general  emission  of  smoke.  There  was  little 
to  take  exception  to  and  no  complaints  were  received,  except 
r's  regards  excessive  emission  of  smoke  from  Canal  Boats 
v/hile  passing  along  the  Leeds  to  Liverpool  canal.  This 
natter  was  taken  up  with  the  owner  of  the  boats. 

Your  Inspector  was  re-elected  as  a representative  of  the 
^b-!)an  District  Councils  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
West  Riding  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

(vii)  Eradication  of  Vermin. 

There  was  a further  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Scabies  to  be  dealt  with,  the  year’s  total  being  120.  Previous 
returns  are  as  follows: —

1942  510  cases. 
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Steam  disinfection  of  clothing  and  bedding  was  resorted 
to  whenever  necessary,  the  following  articles  being  treeited. 
96  Pillows,  34  'Sheets,  55  Beds,  7 Eiderdowns,  35  Pillow  Cases, 
73  Blankets,  3 Rugs,  11  Clothing  Bundles. 

There  were  very  few  cases  of  infestation  of  dwelling- 
houses  by  fleas  or  bed  bugs,  Bingley  being  a comparatively 
‘‘  clean  ” town.  The  furniture  and  belongings  of  31  prospect- 
ive tenants  of  Council  houses  was  very  carefully  inspected 
before  removal  but  in  only  one  case  was  there  evidence  of 
definite  bed  bug  infestation.  In  three  other  cases  there  was 
a slight  infestation.  Methods  of  disinfestation  included  use 
of  HCN,  DDT  and  Gammexane.  Twenty-three  Council 
houses  were  inspected  at  the  expiration  of  tenancies.  All 
were  free  from  vermin. 

P^odent  Destruction. 

The  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  under  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  the  Infestation  Order, 
1943.  A second  treatment  of  sewers  was  carried  out,  373 
manholes  being  baited.  There  were  65  poison  takes.  A 
further  survey  of  the  whole  district  was  made  and  arrange- 
ments made  for  a scheme  of  block  control. 

During  the  year  1 Reservoir  type  and  1 major  type 
of  infestation  were  dealt  with  and  61  minor  cases  were 
treated.  The  estimated  “ kill  ” was  1,819  rats.  Arsenic  and 
Zinc  Phosphide  were  the  chief  poisons  to  be  used. 

Canal  Boats. 

During  the  year  5 canal  boats  were  inspected.  In  each 
case  they  were  worked  by  a pair  of  men.  Only  one  infringe- 
ment of  the  Canal  Boats  Regulations  was  noted — a case  of 
defective  floor  boards.  Notice  was  served  concerning 
excessive  emission  of  smoke  from  a motor  driven  boat. 


HOUSING. 

One  can  only  refer  to  housing  with  a sense  of  frustration. 
V/ith  a knowledge  of  so  much  to  be  done  and  of  difficulties 
which  effectively  prevent  any  real  attempt  at  alleviation. 
Overcrowding  and  some  slum  conditions  have  to  be  tolerated 
until  the  appalling*  shortage  of  houses  can  be  overcome.  The 
best  that  can  be  done  is  to  secure  reasonably  good  mainte- 
nance, although  even  this  is  not  easy  owing  to  the  high  cost 
of  building  repairs,  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  future  length 
of  life  of  so  many  houses. 

No  fewer  than  409  houses  were  inspected  and  details  of 
repairs  and  improvements  made  are  given  on  pages  22  and  23. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Housing  Committee  a complete 
survey  of  the  area,  was  carried  out  in  the  early  months  of 
the  year  to  ascertain  the  exact  amount  of  overcrowding,  and 
6.651  houses  were  visited.  Rather  surprisingly  only  57  cases 
of  actual  overcrowding  were  discovered,  and  30  future  cases 
wxre  noted.  (When  children  reached  a certain  age  or  because 
of  return  of  members  of  the  family  from  service  with  H.M. 
Forces).  It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  over- 
crowding standard  in  the  Housing  Act,,  1936,  is  very  low  and 
that  livingrooms  are  assessed  as  being  available  for  sleeping 
purposes.  There  were  215  houses  occupied  by  two  or  more 
families  and  11  cases  of  children  over  10  years  of  age  and  of 
opposite  sex  having  either  to  sleep  with  parents  or  share  a 
bedroom  or  sleep  in  a livingroom. 

A better  standard  to  judge  overcrowding  by  is  that  laid 
down  in  Section  136  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  for  rehousing 
purposes.  This  provides  that  a house  with  two  bedrooms 
shall  not  contain  more  than  four  persons,  with  three  bed- 
rooms, five  persons,  and  with  four  bedrooms  seven  persons. 
Based  on  this  standard  there  were  821  cases  with  less 
accommo-dation  than  that  stated. 

While  dealing  with  “ Housing  ” I should  mention  a most 
unusual  case  concerning  a;  country  cottage  which  was 
destroyed  by  lightning.  The  occupants,  who  had  but  recently 
purchased  the  house,  were  fortunate  in  escaping  without 
serious  bodily  injury.  Although  there  was  much  public 
sympathy  suitable  alternative  housing  accommodation  was 
not  available,  and  the  family  had  to  occupy  an  adjoining 
disused  malt  kiln.  Plans  for  its  conversion  into  a flat  poss- 
essing livingroom,  kitchen,  three  bedrooms  and  bathroom, 
were  prepared  in  my  Department  and  all  possible  assistance 
was  rendered. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

{a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  92  milk  producing  farms  in  Bingley  and  of  this 
number  36  are  “Accredited,”  11  have  “Tuberculin  Tested” 
Herds,  and  three  are  “ Attested.”  Nearly  all  the  larger  farms 
fall  in  one  of  these  categories.  Generally  speaking  the  stand- 
ards of  animal  health  and  of  methods  of  production  are  high. 
Out  of  123  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  the  biological  test 
as  to  the  presence  of  Tubercular  infection  none  were  reported 
as  being  positive. 

Nevertheless  I wish  that  the  establishment  of  Attested 
or  Tubercular  Tested  herds  proceeded  more  rapidly  especially 
in  view  of  the  Government’s  policy  to  require  compulsory 
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pasteurisation  of  all  milk  other  than  that  from  T.T.  herds. 
It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  the  difticulties  for  the 
farmer  are  great.  Very  few  are  in  a position  to  sell  oil  the 
greater  part  of  their  herd  and  replace  with  attested  cattle. 
Unless  they  have  facilities  for  rearing  their  own  calves  and 
proper  segregation,  coupled  with  frequent  testing  and  prompt 
elimination  of  reactors,  they  have  little  hope  of  reaching 
their  ideal.  Fencing  is  another  difficulty  as  is  that  of  water 
supply  which  may  originate  from  a spring  on  another  farmer’s 
land  and  be  liable  to  contamination  from  infected  cattle  en 
route.  These  latter  difficulties  will  disappear  when  T.T. 
herds  become  more  generally  established. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  as  to  souring  was 
negligible.  On  one  farm  where  trouble  had  been  experienced 
in  previous  years  due  to  high  summer  temperature  of  the 
cooling  water,  conditions  were  remedied  by  installation  of 
refrigeration  facilities.  It  is  a pity  that  the  present  cost  of 
such  installation  is  so  high  as  to  prevent  their  more  general 
adoption. 

242  cowshed  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and 
extensive  structural  improvements  were  completed  on  three 
farms.  62  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination  by 
the  Resaztirin  Test  in  connection  with  the  National  Milk 
Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme.  60  of  these  samples  were 
placed  in  Grade  A,  one  in  Grade  B and  one  in  Grade  C.  80 
further  samples  were  taken  by  the  County  Authority  in 
connection  with  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  and 
submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  Of  these  68  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  and  12  were  below  standard. 

During  the  year  your  Inspector  was  elected  to  represent 
the  Urban  District  Councils  on  the  Clean  Milk  Advisory 
Sub-Committee  of  the  West  Riding  War  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee. 

Distribution  of  milk  in  Bingley  is  carried  out  by  46 
purveyors.  There  are  four  distributors  of  T.T.  milk  in  bottles 
and  one  distributor  of  pasteurised  milk. 


(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

In  all  61  visits  were  paid  to  butchers,  shops,  food  prepar- 
ation premises  etc.  17  carcases  of  meat  were  inspected 
together  with  quantities  of  other  foodstuffs.  The  following 
material  was  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion.

Close  attention  is  paid  to  the  hygiene  of  premises  where 
food  is  prepared  and  further  structural  improvements  carried 
out  including  the  installation  of  hot  water  supplies  in  three 
cases.  This  latter  type  of  improvement — ^so  very  necessary 
in  order  that  scrupulous  cleanliness  of  both  equipment  and 
workers  can  be  secured,  is  rendered  difficult  owing  to  the  fact 
that  water  heaters  are  in  such  short  supply. 

25  visits  were  paid  to  premises  where  ice-cream  is  sold 
or  prepared.  It  was  found  that  in  only  8 cases  ice-cream 
was  being  manufactured  on  the  premises,  while  in  14  cases 
the  commodity  was  purchased  from  sources  outside  your  area. 
In  eleven  cases  it  was  sold  in  a wrapped  condition,  this  being 
the  most  satisfactory  method. 

All  licensed  inn  premises  were  visited  during  the  year, 
the  chief  purpose  being  to  inspect  the  arrangements  for  the 
cleansing  of  glasses.  Generally  speaking,  these  arrangements 
Were  quite  satisfactory  but  notice  was  given  in  respect  of  the 
exceptions.  The  sanitary  accommodation  was  looked  at  and 
here  too  notices  were  issued  in  a few  cases  where  conditions 
were  below  standard. 

There  are  33  bakehouses  in  the  area  and  35  inspections 
of  such  premises  were  made.  Two  new  bakehouse  premises 
were  provided  in  lieu  of  establishments  which  were  too  small 
for  the  trade.  The  standard  of  bakehouse  cleanliness  is 
fairly  good. 

Factories. 

20  visits  were  paid  to  factories  regarding  sanitary  accom- 
modation. One  contravention  was  dealt  with  and  one  W.C. 
with  ventilated  space  was  provided  in  connection  with  a 
workroom. 
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The  number  of  factories  with  mechanical  power  is  176. 
and  without  power  14,  being  a total  of  190.

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 


Only  two  cases  of  legal  proceedings  were  found  to  be 
necessary.  O'ne  concerned  the  establishment  of  the  trade  of 
a rag  and  bone  dealer  without  the  consent  of  the  Council.  A 
fine  of  £l  was  imposed,  and,  later  on,  the  premises  concerned 
were  taken  over  by  another  person  who  undertook  to  conduct 
the  trade  in  a proper  manner  and  was  accordingly  given 
consent. 

The  other  case  concerned  a nuisance  arising  from  a 
defective  house  roof  and  eaves  spouting.  The  Magistrate 
adjourned  the  case  to  allow  the  defendant  to  execute  the 
necessary  repairs,  which  were  eventually  carried  out. 

During  the  year  737  preliminary  notices  were  served  and 
74  formal  notices  were  issued.
